Applicant's arguments filed on 8/15/08, with respect to claims 1-11 and 13 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-11 and 13 has 
been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-11 and 13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

the claims are allowed because the prior arts of record alone or in combination 
do not teach the method where a code signal is obtained from an input audio signal by a 
first encoder and where the input audio signal is further processed by a second encoder 
to generate the transformation parameters that are combined with the code signal to 
form the final encoded audio signal.
